The management of the Racine Wool-

a meeting of the city council last night 
when the following communication from 
the officers of the Woolen Mill company 
was rend:

ing our property in order to protect our 
buildings, we most earnestly request Hint 
your honorable body grant, us privilege 
and permission at the earliest possible 
moment to pursue this work upon plans 
and specifications that shall be in keep- 
ing with similar work now in course of 
construction upon the river:" 


On motion Lucius J. Elliott, president 


of the Kncine Woolen Mill company, was 
permitted 
to address the 
council. lie 


said that the docks of the company were 
in bad shape and had been so for some 
time. Explanations 
were 
made 
that 


when the buildings were erected the walls 
could 
only 
be put four feet 
in 
the 


the ground on account of the soggy con- 
dition of tlic soil. It had been -discov- 
ered that these walls were becoming un- 
dermined and he intimated that 
there 


was danger of the structures tumbling 
and going into the river. He hoped that 
action on the plans would be taken at 
once, which were similar to the work 
being done on the opposite side of the 
river by the C. M. & St. P. R.-R. Co.

The true marriage 
bill 
after havin; 


been killed and resurrected half a do/.on 
times, was passed by the legislature at 
Madison lust night, and unless Governor 
Scofleld should interpose his veto, 
the 


quick marriage industry 
in Wisconsin 


will come to an end, and improasionnbi' 
daughters of Chicago parents will not be 
easily lead to justices of the peace and 
parsons and have the matrimonial knot 


• tied. 


It may be true that the marriage laws 


of Wisconsin have been very loose and 
that many justices of the peace 
and 


clergymen were tax in asking questions 
of couples who came from Illinois to get 
married, but it is not 'true 
in Racine. 


Cso person with authority could 
have 


been more careful than the justices and 
ministers of this city. All of the quest- 
Ions known to the law were 
put 
and 


• Hie contracting parties compelled to take 


i. solemn oath that they were true, be- 
fore the knot was tied. 


Governor Scoficld would not say this 


morning whether he would sign tho bill 
or not as he had not had any informa- 
tion about the measure except what had 
appeared in tlie papers. 


As the bill was passed it provides that 


every couple who desire to marry must 
procure a license from the county clerk 
at least five days before the ceremony 
can be performed. In cases where one 
of the parties may be on a death bed 
or when for any other reason it is neces- 
sary that the ceremony shall bo performed 
without the license and 
without 
the 


five days' delay ."they may be married 
by securing an order from the judge of 
tiny court of record permitting .an imme- 
diate marriage. 


Bar to Qtilolc Mnrrluprex. 


As introduced the bill did not contain 


the five 
days' clause. Tho discussion 


•which its introduction brought out show- 
ed that the bill would not prevent elope- 
ments from Chicago if the parlies could 
bo married on the same day on which 
the license 
was 
obtained. Accordingly 


Mr. True amended the bill while it was 
in committee and inserted tho five-day 
clause, which, 'it is believed, .will be.an 
efl'octual bar to quick' marriages,. , , 
. . 


When t'ho bill .readied :tUe-, senate it 


met its- first serious opposition. In'the 
lower house the coumiitk-o on state af- 
fairs reported njrath'st' it by 'a majority 
of one, but the house, nevertheless, pass- 
ed it. When it reached the senate a lob- 
by appeared from -Milwaukee, 'composed 
of justices of the peace and the friends 
of clergymen there who had received a 
substantial income from the marriage of 
Chicago couples. 


The bill was subjected to every known 


urgument nnd 
somt- clever work 
was 


done on the floor against it. This result- 
ed in the tteiuitc once refusing to pass the 
bill, but yesterday thiit action was re- 
considered nnd the bill was passed. The 
•amendments adopted, though, made 
it 


necessary for the bill to go agmn to the 
lower house. When it 
was considered 


there only three members voted against | 
the amendments. 


Mllwunlvoe Opinion. 


A Milwaukee telegram says: 
The passage of ihe True marriage li- 


cense bill puts a stop to a practice which 
for years has been "a disgrace to Wiscon- 
sin. It sounds the death knoll

sponsible marriages, and puts an end to 
Milwaukee's reputation as n Gretna 
Green. It has been a long fight and at 
times a bitter one, in which all the re-

GAS 
IN 
WISCONSIN. 


Steady Flow From A Won Southeast of 


Natural gas has been 
discovered ' in 


the 
southeastern 
part 
of Milwaukee 


county and a company is being organiz- 
ed to develop and operate the wells. 


About five years ago a well was sunk 


in the town of Onk Crock, about 
two 


miles; south of South Milwaukee. At the 
depth of about 120 foot a vein of gas was 
struck which blew out and destroyed the 


i machinery employed in sinking the \veli. 
At that time the gas that escaped from 
the well was ignited nnd blazed up for 
two or three -feet above the surface of 
the ground. It -was maintained by ex- 
perts that the .gas was formed 
from 


vegetable matter, 
and that 
it., would 


soon be exhausted.

FROZEN FRUIT TREES. 


.ton* ' Fx-pm tbe Ofcio Station 
For Their Tre»t»«mt. 


' A number of inquiries have come to 
the Ohio experiment station concerning 
the beet method of treatment of fmit 
trees which have been injured by freez- 
ing. It may to said in the beginning 
that a frozen branch is of no uae to the 
tree, and the best, thing-that can be 
:done is to remove all parts that are se- 
riously affected. The questions which 
naturally arise are, "When should prun- 
ing be done, and how much of tbe ;'top 
shall be removed?"

It is well to wait until it is possible- 


to determine about how much injury- 
ias been done, as shown by the discol- 
ored wood and'shriveled bark Usually 
one warm spell is > sufficient length'.of 
time to wait, bat it is possible to-defer 
the work too long, as the frozen,wooa 
seems to have a' deleterious effect upon 
the sound parts, if not removed before 
growth commences. DnringMarch,;and 
in somo cases even as late as April,"the 
pruning should be done. . 


The quantity of wood to be removed 


will be determined, in most cases, by 
tho extent of the injury, but in the case 
of peach and.some varieties of plum 
trees an important eiception may bo 
mentioned. These ought to he pruned 
more severely than merely to remove 
injured wood, escopt where they are 
killed to the snow line, and in such a 
case it is doubtful if they can be saved.

March that oats are pat in tho ground' 
the yield will be two to .four.bushels 
less per aero. Seedings made SB late as 
the middle of April will yield only ba!f 
as much as those made' before the mid- 
dle o£ March. Tho early seeding!) gen- 
erally escape the damaging effects of 
rust, while the late ones, as a rule, are 
almost destroyed by it. Very seldom do 
oats damage by freezing if not seeded, 
earlier than the 1st of March. With 
the beat varieties and the soil in perfect, 
condition the yields will bo poor as a 
nalo if early seeding is not practiced. 


It is a very common, practice in this- 


etato to aoed oats in cornfieias without, 
plowing. On our soil here, which is.a. 
leavy claj- loara. it ma'noa tat very lit- 
tle difference in the -yields whether .the 
ground is fell or spring plowed, or the,

Where the ground wns plowed it was 
much more easily put in shape for the 
succeeding crop.

There can be a great variation made 


in the amount of seed used per acre 
without materially changing the yield. 
From 1& to 4 bush'els per acre'has given 
very little variation in yields JE ourex-, 
perdmente. Wo find.tho happy, medium 
to be about three bushels. A good, lib,; 
era! seeding keeps down all weeds, and, 
contrary to the opinion of many, does- 
not lodge aa readily BB thin seeding.

'FROST IN THE GROOWD. 


Surface -Irrlirattoa Dmw«'tfcej'Frort 


Before .we-had ditches and unbirriga- 


tion.in the . San Luis valley alkali did 
notarise to the sttrfaco and make tha 
gronna= white as snow, because the 
moisture.was not in tbe land, says a 
writer in the Denver Field and'-Farm. 
The frost did «ot penetrate BO deep acd 
solid, nor wan there much moisture be- 
low. Grain would take early irrigation 
and draw the frost v?ith no trouble 
from alkali. But eince snbirrigation.lias 
been practiced the land ia wet and the 
water is near the surface. The alkali. 
land is a otay loam gravol throe to ten 
feet below, and frost penetrates very 
deeply, forming a solid body of ice at 
least two to three feet deep. 


The colder the winter the more alkali 


cooes to the .surface, - and .tbe.- small 
rains and enows. in April ana May-are 
bound to draw out tho frosfr'and the 
alkali comes to the surface. 'The-frost 
comiLg np will heave out fenceposts, 
telegraph,poles and the railroad track 
in these places and will raia'a' water to 
the surface.1 ' Water cannot 
• sink till 


frost is-all.ont,1 and it will heave the 
land up whore water is not on the enr- 
faco like a sponge, and it •will, remain 
EO and will be eo soft that1 it will act 
&ear tho weight of a horss; all summer 
on the knolls, which we call1 bla-ck al- 
kali. They are as loose as a heap of 
ashes, and in going over them tbe plow 
will sink to the beam, and the land will 
grow nothing until water ia put on the 
surface to settle it down. 


I have a report of two pieces of land. 


One was soft, wet land. The man-who 
owned it let waste water run on it. In 
the spring he told mo the land looked 
so good he plowed and put in _ crops. 
"Where the water spread ever this land 
it plowed very hard, and was solid, bnt 
where no water went over it was soft 
and miry and he could hardly get the 
team across it. Where the water spread 
the ground was hard, and there was 
good grain. Where it was soft and wet 
there were no signs of grain.. The other 
piece of -teid'-was overflowed 'by.a^ell 
all winter ;nncT the water 'drew^h.e.' f rpst 
out. There was good grain'just aa'far 
as the-water' -spread, hut ''adjoining(it 
there-was 'nothing, although sowri^at 
the same'time.".

late sowing-are best ou'allfali ground. I 
agree with them" as t'ar .as .it. goes, bej- 
causo when they can p!pjy,.by. turning 
the 'surface''it''helps the,irost belay.fo 
come out quicker'and the 'loose surface 
allows the'air to circulate.through -it BO 
the frost does not come so'clbse to the 
top. In late sowing the frost is much 
nearer out, and the land is warmer. 
My remedy is to plow the land good 
and deep in the summer or fall and 
have all ditches prepared and ready in 
the spring just as tho frost is ont three 
or four inches. Harrow or level the 
surface perfectly smooth when the wa- 
ter comes, which is about April 1. Torn 


' it oh and flood the land all over tho 


surface. Let it atone until all the wa- 
ter sinks and the surface is in good con- 
dition to work. Then seed it. The ob- 
ject in flooding is to draw the frost. 
When it is out, the -water will fiinfc in 
a few days. 
The land will be dry 


enough to work in four or five days. On 
scch land wheat could be sown from 
the 18th to the 25th of April, and by 
July 1 such wheat would catch up with 
that earlier gown. Oats could follow up 
to the 10th to 15th of May. The best 
pieces I ever saw were sown at that 
time. The land is warmed, so that tho 
grain comes up in five or sixdays, start?,

advises yick's 'Magazine: - 'First, plant \ 
on new soil or. that'not already 5 nfesCed 
with the Scafr fungus; for 'Jt 'is proved 
that the -fungus' lives in the soil for a 
year or two. Second, having -washed 
the seed potatoes, immerse them in a 
solution of corrosive sublimate in order 
to kill any scab fungus. Use 2U ounces 
of corrosive sublimate in 15 gallons of 
water. Dissolve the corrosive sublimate 
in two gallons of hot water and then add 
18 gallons more of water. Use a largo 
tab or a barrel. Metallic vessels will be 
corroded,by the liquid. Place tho pota- 
toes to be treated in a large, coarse sack 
and sink it into the liquid, allowing it 
'to remain 1J^ hours. At the end of 
that time lift them out and turn them 
out on a floor to dry, when they can be 
cut up and planted. The sack of pota- 
toes can bo conveniently handled in 
lifting it in and out of the barrel by 
means of a lever on a post near the 
barrel sufficiently high to work easily, 
something like ' an old fashioned well 
sweep. As tho corrosive mirfcure is 
poisonous care1, should ba taken not to 
touch it to the hands, especially if 'the 
skin is broken; also to keep tho treated 
tubers away from poultry.
